X  THE  NEED  FOE  RATIONING  FUEL  OIL 

$      The  importance  of  petroleum  in  the  all-out  war  effort  is  an  estab- 
J-  lished  fact     Without  It  we  could  not  build  ihc  vast  armada  of  planes 
requ  rod  by  our  war  program,  much  less  fly  them.    We  couW  not 
«  equip  our  armored  forces  with  the  tanks  they  need^uch  less  with  the 
i  fuel  necessary  to  send  them  against  the  enemy.    We  <»j;ld  not  budd 
the  ships  so  desperately  needed  by  our  Navy  and  Merchant  Manne, 
<^  much  less  send  them  on  their  way  to  defend  and  maintain  our  essen- 
tial hnes  of  supply  and  communication.    Nor  could  we  make  guns 
for  our  troops,  much  less  furnish  these  guns  with  the  necessary  ammu- 
nition.   In  short,  without  the  use  of  petroleum  and  its  essential  by- 

-  producte,  we  could  not  succeed  in  the  war  effort..   It  is  therefore^ 
unperative  that  our  military  forces  and  the  mdustnes  «>ntnbuting  to 

i  \he  national  defense  have  available  the  necessary  supphes  of  those 

^In  De^ace^times  the  entire  east-coast  region  of  the  United  States 
receives  ninety  perccnl  of  its  supplv  of  petroleum  products  by  ocean 
Sir  principally  from  tlie  Gulf  C^oast  region.  Smce  Pearl  Harbor 
due  to  sinkings  by  enemy  submarines  and  the  diversion  of  tanker 
crpadty  to  iSihtory  needs,  tanker  traffic-  to  the  East  Coast  has 
dimuiished  to  a  point  where  it  can  now  be  entirely  discounted  as  a 
means  of  transporting  petroleum.  , 
The  lack  of  facilities  to  transport  our  stocks  of  petroleum  has  caused 
a  serious  shortage  of  that  vital  material  of  war  in  the  East  Coast  area 
Every  possible  measure  has  been  taken  to  utihze  the  various  forms  of 
transportation  to  alleviate  the  problem.  Thousands  of  radroad  tank 
cars  have  been  diverted  from  their  normal  me  m  midwestem.  areas  to 
East  Coast  service.    Pipelines,  tank  trucks,  and  barges  on  mland 

-  waterways  have  been  put  into  service.  However,  m  ^pite  of  tremen- 
dous increases  m  these  forms  of  petroleum  shipment,  it  has  been 
impossible  to  supply  the  East  witii  enough  petroleum  to  saiisiy 
civilian  and  war-production  needs.  ,1 

In  Older  to  expedite  shipments  to  the  East ,  supplies  are  bemg  drawn 
from  the  closer,  Midwestem  states  rather  than  from  the  more  distant 
Gulf  Coast  states.  Because  of  the  unusual  dram  on  stocks  caused  by 
this  dislocation  of  normal  markets  and  because  of  the  diversion  of 
transportation  facilities,  the  fuel  oil  shortage  is  movmg  westward. 
■  It  is  for  this  reason  that  it  is  necessary  to  curtail  the,  less  essenti&l 
consumption  of  this  whole  region  as  well  as  m  the  East.      .   ,    ^  . 

The  diminishing  stocks  must  be  safeguarded  for  our  war  industries 
and  mihtaiy  effort.    The  supply  available  for  civilian  needs  must  be 
'■  distiibuted  in  an  equitable  manner.    Wast€'  must  be  ebininated. 
These  goals  can  be  attained  only  through  the  operation  of  a  compre- 
hensive rationing  plan.

SECTION  II 

OUTLINE  OF  THE  PLAN  FOB  FUEL  OIL  RATIONING 

1.  General. 

A.  Introductioii:  In  the  devdopment  of  the  rationing  plan  for  fuel 

oil  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  has  been  greatly  assisted  by  an 
advisory  council  composed  of  representative  members  of  the  petro- 
leiitn,  iieatinsr,  construction,  and  insulation  industries,  by  health 
authorities,  heating  and  ventilating  engineers  and  builduig  managers, 
as  weU  as  by  members  of  various  governnieul  agencies. 

Extreme  care  has  been  taken  at  every  point  in  the  development  of 
the  plan  to  accomplish  the  objectives:  (1)  curtailment  of  fuel  oil 
consiunption  to  the  extent  forced  by  the  shortage  of  faciUties  for 
transportation,  (2)  equitable  distribution  of  avaUable  supplies,  (3) 
stimulation  to  convert  to  coal  or  other  iuels  less  sca^  than  oil,  or 
to  conserve  by  improving  Burner  eflficiency  and  by  reducing  structural 
heat  loss,  (4)  adequate  provision  for  health  factors,  age  factors,  and 
special  heating  requirements. 

B.  Products  and  Uses  Rationed:  The  rationing  program  covers  all 
fuel  oils  (both  distillate  and  residual,  grades  #1  through  #6,  includ- 
ing diesel  oil  and  kerosene)  and  includes  all  uses  (home  heating, 
industrial,  commercial,  military,  and  miscellaneous.) 

Ahiiough  the  same  basic  principles  apply  to  all  users  of  fuel  oil  for 
heating  purposes,  thfe  following  types  of  establbhments  and  uses  are 
treated  in  slightly  different  ways  to  insure  the  maximum  piOsmble 
equality  in  the  granting  of  rations: 

(1)  Private  Dwellings. 

(2)  Premises  other  tiian  Private  Dwellings. 

(3)  Industrial,  Commercial  and  Governmental  Uses. 

(4)  MiscellaneouB  Uses. 

2.  Heating  Uses. 

A.  Ration  Periods  and  Thermal  Zones:  The  heating  year  has  been* 
divided  into  five  periods  of  approxinuitely  equal  degree  days,  each 

geriod  thus  requiring  the  same  amount  fuel  oil  for  purpose  heating, 
ince  the  calendar  distribution  of  degree  days  differs  regionally,  the 
dates  of  these  heating  periods  will  be  different  for  each  of  the  thermal 
zones  described  below.  Coupons  are  numbered  to  indicate  the  period 
for  which  they  are  valid. 

In  order  to  care  for  regional  disparities  in  heating  requirements, 
the  rationed  area  is  dividc^l  into  four  thermal  zones  (A,  B,  C,  and  D 
j^m  North  to  South).

SECTION  HI 

HEGISTRATION  OF  DEALERS,  SECONDARY  SUPPUERS 
-  AND  PRIMARY  SUPPUERS 

The  registration  procedures  respectively  outlined  below  should  be 
fo^wed  bfaU  dea?ers,  secondarfsuppUers,  and  prmiary  suppliers. 

A  Definitions:  A  "primary  supplier"  means:

A  nerson  is  a  primary  supplier  only  as  to  those  estabhshments  at 

wWcroperaUons'referre^l  to'in  (1)  to  (4)  ^  i^cl"ti;n?s2:d  s'^^^^^^^^^ 
nn  and  as  to  those  establishments  which  are  replenished  solely  on  a 
Stock  ^sfer  basis,  ratiier  than  a  sales  basis,  from  esteblishmente  at 
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which  the  operations  in  (1)  to  (4),  inclusive  are  earned  on.  A 
primary  supplier  who  has  no  stationary  stora^:-  facilities,  however,  is 
deemed  to  bo  a  pi  imar;jr  suppUer  as  to  all  the  mobile  iaciiities  operated 
by  him  within  the  limitation  area. 

A  "secondary  suppUer"  means  any  person,  other  than  a  primary 
supplier  as  defined  above,  who  sells  fuel  oil  for  resale. 

A  "deal(M  "  moans  anv  person  who  transfers  fuel  oil  to  consumers 
from  a  regular  place  of  business  located  within,  or  from  mobile  facihties 
operated  within,  the  limitation  area.  " 

B  General  Instructions:  Bei'oie  making  any  sales  ot  tuel  oil  on 
or  after  November  1,  1942,  every  dealer,  secondary  supplier,  or 
primary  suppUer  must  register  on  Forni.OPA  11-1 116. 

The  total  capacity  in  gallons  of  the  fnel  oil  storage  facilities  must 
be  shown  in  Item  (A).  Do  not  include  the  capacity  of  tank  trucks, 
tank  wagons,  barrels,  or  other  movable  equipment,  except  m  the  case 
of  a  tank  truck,  tank  wagon,  or  other  movable  containers  operated  by 
a  person  who  has  no  stationary  fuel  oil  storage  facilities.  In  the  latter 
case  show  the  total  sallonago  capacity  of  such  mobile  facilities.  Do 
not  include  anv  storage  capacitv  now  registered  under- prasoline  ration- 
ing Any  alteration 'in  gasoline  storage  capacity  registered  as  such, 
or  any  conversion  of  such  registered  capacity  to  the  storage  ol  another 
product,  should  be  separately  repoiled  to  and  adjusted  by  the  local 
board  in  compliance  with  the  Gasoline  Ration  uig  Regulations 

In  Item  (B)  show  the  total  gallons  of  fuel  oil  on  hand  as  of  12:01 
a  m.,  October  1,1942.  This  includes  all  fuel  oil  m  storage  tanks,  tank 
trucks,  barrels,  or  other  contAmers.    It  does  not  mclude  fuel  oil  m 

C'^lnstructions  for  Primary  Suppliers.— A  primary  supplier  wiU 
prepare  Form  OPA  R-ll  10  in  dupli.  ate  and  the  Board  will  sign  both 
copies  and  will  mail  hoth  to  the  Office  of  Vvwv  Administration,  Wash- 
ington D.  C.  The  Office  of  Price  Administration  will  affix  a  code 
nmnber  and  return  the  original  to  the  supplier  and  the  duplicate  to 
the  Board.    No  inventory  coupons  will  be  is.^ued  to  pi-wmni  svpphers.

D  Instructions  for  Dealers  and  Secondary  Suppliers.— All  dealers 
and  'secondary  suppliers  shaU  prepare  Foim  OPA  li-1116  m  duplicate. 
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When  approved  by  the  Local  War  Price  and  Ratiomng  Board  the 
original  will  be  given  to  the  applicant.  The  duphcate  will  be  held  on 
file  by  the  Local  Board.    The  Local  Board  will  issue  mventwT

SECTION  IV

Between  October  1  and-Noven?ber  1,  1942,  under  the  provisions  of 
Amendment  4  to  War  Production  Board  Order  L-56,  all  such  tmnsfCTS 
must  be  accompanied  either  by  coupons  and  other  evidences,  or  by- 
coupon  notes  which  will  be  redeemed  by  the  consumer  with  coupons, 
acknowledgments,  or  Delivery  Receipts.  "  ^  •  . 

An  "evidence"  is  deffiied  as  a  token  designed  by  the  Office  oi  Price 
Admmistration  to  represent  a  right  to  receive  a  transfer  of  fuel  oil, 
and  exchangeable  for  such  fuel  oil.  The  followmg  are  "evidences  : 
coupons,  acknowledgments  of  deUvery,  export  certificates,  and 
exchange  certificates.  A  delivery  receipt  is  not  an  "evidence  , 
although  a  consumer  to  whom  it  was  issued  may  use  it  for  the  same 
purpose.

form  prepared  on  the  official  letterhead  of  such  governmental  agency.
